Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 


As  representatives  of  theTown,  the  Finance  Committee  at- 
tempts to  temper  its  decisions  by  what  we  believ’^e  the  citizens 
want,  rather  than  to  promote  our  own  personal  opinions.  In 
pursuing  this  policy,  we  are  always  plagued  with  uncertainty 
as  to  whether  the  Town  Meeting  will  be  conservative,  forward 
looking,  or  some  mixture  of  both. 

The  direction  of  our  approach  to  expenditures  must  be 
decided  weeks  before  the  Appropriation  Meeting  and  cannot  be 
based  on  an  election  outcome  or  last-minute  pressures.  Guided 
as  we  are  by  a desire  to  serve  and  not  for  individual  benefit,  we 
accept  Town  Meeting  decisions  contrary  to  our  recommenda- 
tions rather  philosophically,  for  certainly  it  is  difficult  to  forecast 
the  attitude  of  the  townspeople  toward  expenditures. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  that  Francis  Webler  will  soon  re- 
turn to  active  service  on  this  Committee  after  his  long  critical 
illness.  We  also  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  Selectmen  and 
Department  heads  who  have  striven  to  request  budgets  as  close 
to  last  year’s  figures  as  is  possible  with  increased  salaries  and 
changed  conditions.  This  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  depart- 
ments has  simplified  our  sask  and  permitted  a closer  revdew 
of  their  services  and  suggestions  for  improving  efficiency. 

Because  of  various  difficulties,  it  has  been  impossible  to  pre- 
sent to  the  citizens  as  early  as  we  would  desire,  this  report  of 
our  recommendations  for  the  1956  Town  Meeting. 


TOWN  BUDGET 

The  1954  budget  was  $1,238,461  and  the  1955  budget  as 
adopted  was  $1,525,304,  an  increase  of  $286,843.  Our  1956 
recommended  budget  is  $1,714,163,  an  increase  of  $188,859  over 
1955.  In  making  comparisons  with  last  year’s  budget  it  is  to 
be  noted  that  the  1956  budget  contemplates  garbage  collection 
by  the  Highway  Department,  and  also  the  1955  $8,700  Ma- 
chinery Fund  allowance  in  this  department  is  omitted.  By  ex- 
cluding the  School  Department  increase,  the  rise  in  the  town 
budget  is  approximately  $50,000.  Naturally  in  making  com- 
parisons, one  must  recognize  that  step-raises  and  the  ov'er-all 
$4  a week  pay  increase  contribute  materially  to  the  1956  in- 
creased costs.

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TRANSFERS  OF  EXCESS  AND  DEFICIENCY  FUNDS 


Last  year's  experiment  of  only  one  lump  sum  transfer  from 
Excess  and  Deficiency  apparently  met  with  approval  at  the 
Annual  Appropriation  Meeting.  Again,  we  propose  that  all 
expenditures  be  appropriations  and  one  total  sum  be  transferred 
under  Article  71  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.  This  should  pre- 
vent any  thinking  that  an  Article  involving  a transfer  is  favored 
over  an  Article  invoking  an  appropriation.  The  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account  is  simply  our  savings  account.  It  is  an 
accumulation  of  unexpended  balances  from  various  departments 
and  appropriations  (except  those  specifically  set  aside)  not  used 
during  the  year  and  previous  years,  plus  receipts  in  excess  of 
the  amount  applied  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 

In  deciding  the  amount  to  transfer,  we  urge  consideration 
of  future  needs,  appropriations  made  at  this  Annual  Meeting, 
and  the  effect  on  the  1956  tax  rate.  Surely  no  one  cognizant 
of  deferred  capital  improvements  would  suggest  any  transfer 
which  would  result  in  a tax  rate  below  the  present  $54.  Neither 
would  we  think  it  ordinarily  practical  to  reduce  our  available 
funds  below  $100,000  in  view  of  accrued  liabilities  and  possible 
emergencies,  regardless  of  the  1956  rate.  However,  the  Overlay 
Reserve  is  in  excess  of  $90,000  and  if  emergencies  occur  during 
the  year,  some  of  this  Reserve  could  be  used  to  supplement  the 
$75,000  we  recommend  retaining  in  the  Excess  & Deficiency

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TAX  RATE  ESTIMATE 


It  must  be  recognized  that  the  school  problem  in  this  Town 
is  not  merely  a matter  of  new  buildings.  The  cost  of  increased 
facilities  is  a minor  share  of  the  total  expense.  For  instance, 
the  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  the  new  High  School  bond  payTnents 
for  principal  and  interest  for  1956  is  approximately  $97,000. 
The  increase  in  the  School  Department  budget  for  operating 
costs  of  all  schools  is  $137,000.  This  increase  alone  accounts 
for  $6.  of  the  tax  rate. 

The  estimating  of  the  tax  rate  is  probably  beyond  the 
scope  of  a Finance  Committee.  However,  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Assessors,  we  again  use  our  now^  rather  cloudy  crystal 
ball  to  predict  a rate  of  $56.00.  In  using  this  figure  one  must 
realize  that  the  tax  rate  is  determined  by  the  appropriations, 
estimated  receipts,  amount  of  transfer  from  Excess  and  Deficien- 
cy, and  assessed  valuation.  None  of  these  factors  has  been 
definitely  determined  as  we  make  our  prediction.

This  fund  which  caused  so  much  confusion  last  year  is  not 
sought  after  by  the  Finance  Committee.  Actually  it  adds  to 
our  problems  but  it  does  eliminate  the  need  for  too  frequent 
special  town  meetings  by  providing  a limited  amount  of  avail- 
able funds  for  emergency,  or  unforseen  situations.  In  admin- 
istering it,  we  have  attempted  to  use  it  as  little  as  possible.  We 
have  felt  that  it  was  not  to  be  used  to  provide  a service  rejected 
by  a town  meeting,  but  only  to  implement  the  voter’s  decisions, 
correct  an  error,  or  aid  in  an  emergency.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Agawam  in 
said  County.  Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Masachusetts  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  warn  and  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Agawam,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs,  to  meet 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  High  School  Building  on  Saturday, 
the  3rd  day  of  March,  1956,  at  10:00  o’clock  A.M.,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  choose  two  or  more  Fence  Viewers  and 
two  or  more  Field  Drivers. 

Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Town 
Officers. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  method  the  Town  will  adopt  for 
the  support  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  ensuing  year.  Pass  any 
vote  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial 
Day,  details  of  which  are  to  be  handled  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  cooperation  with  the  Wilson-Thompson  Post  No.  185, 
Inc.,  of  the  American  Legion,  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
Agawam  Post  No.  1632,  and  the  Veterans  of  World  War  One 
Barracks  No.  396.  Pass  any  vote  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  4.  Recommend  that  the  sum  of  $450.  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial 
Day,  details  of  which  are  to  be  handled  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  cooperation  with  the  Wilson-Thompson  Post
